TWO SONS OHARGED WITH KILLING 
THEIR FATHER. 


John Henry and Ernest Albert Swarthout 
in Jail at Morrison, III., Because It Is 
Believed They Have Guilty Knowledge 
of the Assassination of Their Parent— 
The Evidence Against Them Cireum- 
stantial—What the Young Men Say in 
Their Defense—Contradictory Stories. 


John Henry Swarthout and Ernest Albert 
Swarthout are locked up wm the Whiteside 
County Jail at Morrison, III., charged with 
the rourder of their father, Albert Maricn 
Swarthout, a prosperous and res pected farmer. 

A crime so revolting has never before been 
known in that portion of the State. Albert 
Swarthout was shot from behind while putting 
a horse in the stable and while not fifty steps 
from his house, where several members of his 
family were at the moment the crime was 
committed. His bleeding and lifeless body was 
then thrown ona small hand-cart, hauled 
down the hill on which the house and outbuild- 
ings stood, hidden for a short time in a sheep- 
shed 200 yards from the house, then hauled 
again within a stone’s throw of the side win- 
dows of the farmhouse, across a little bridge 
which spanned a siough, and dumped into a 
strawstack, which was set on fire, to hide the 
evidences of the crime. Not content with 
this the murderer or murderers dragged the

The law is a wise one so far as it goes, but 
possible to adequately direct by written statutes 
in a matter so delicata and flexible as this, Not 
less important than his reserve in cash are the 
quality and character of the notes and obligations 
of his debtors which he carries in his portfolios.

The Corporation Counsel Reports the Status

This Is the Object of the National Broth- 
hood of Electrical Workers. 

The National Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers of America convened yesterday 
morning in the second annual convention in 
Plasterers’ Hall, No. 192 Washington street. 

Grand 
President Miller presented his annual report,

AT GOTHAM’S THEATERS. 


New York, Nov. 14.—[Special.]—There was 
produced at Palmer’s Theater for the first time 
in this city a play which is of equal interest to 
the thoughtful and the thoughtless. it is Bron- 
son Howard's latest work, and it is by long odds 
his masterpiece in a purely artistic sense. He has 
called this play Aristocracy.“ Its one purpose 
is easily understood and conspicuous. That 
purpose is the discouragement of the mar- 
rying of American heiresses to profligate 
foreign noblemen. The present condition 
of affairs in this international relation is a fruit- 
ful one for any dramatist. In Aristocracy” Mr. 
Howard has not made the most of it, but he has 
made it a rather one-sided way. He has painted 
European noblemen in their blackest colors, and, 
like a patriotic citizen. he has made an American 
millionaire to be the only real gentleman in the 
whole assemblage. There may be excuses for this, 
and it may be as patriotic as the author of 
“ Shenandoah always would like to be, but it is 
searcely just. It is said that Mr. Howard has 
labored three years over this play. It plainly 
shows the result of deep study and careful work. 
The dialogue is as beautiful and as perfect as a 
string of pearls: The cast on the whole was well 
balanced and a creditable one. For all that,

HURRY UP THE BLESSINGS. 

Josiah Quincy, the Chairman of the Massa- 
chusetts Democratic committee, the cloge 
mugwump friend of Grover Cleveland, and 
the gentleman who made himself so promi- 
nent in the persecution of Labor Commission- 
er Peck, has spoken freely in regard to the 
action which his party in Congress should 
take in the matter of tariff legislation. He 
is ot opinion that the verdict of last Tuesday 
is such an emphatic one that an extra session 
should be called as soon after March 4 as pos- 
sible in order that the new policy which the 
people have demanded may be inaugurated 
without delay.“ and the country brought to 
the basis of a tariff for revenue only. Me- 
Kinleyism,“ says Mr. Quincy, is utterly con- 
demned and the sooner it is wiped off the 
statute books the better.” 

Mr. Quincy is right in his demand that the 
policy proclaimed in the Democratic plat- 
form shall be carried out by legislative enact- 
ment. It 1s the logic of the situation, and any 
other course will not only be radically iusin- 
cere but will demonstrate that the Democrats 
have not the courage of their convictions. 
There is every reason why the Democrats 
should put the policies of their platform into 
prompt and practical operation. The busi- 
ness interests of the country demand that the 
existing state of uncertainty shall not con 
tinue a day longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary. So long as the situation remains in sus- 
pense business will continue unsettled, cred- 
its will be disturbed, and investments will 
halt. Suspense may involve panic and dis- 
aster. The workingmen demand prompt leg- 
islation. They were told by the Democratic 
and mugwump leaders that protection was re- 
sponsible for trusts and monopolies, that it 
made them poorer while it made the rich 
richer, and that they would not get higher 
wages and lower prices for the necessaries of 
life until protection was swept away and the 
policy of free trade, or tariff for revenue 
only, was adopted, They took their leaders at 
their word and voted Republican protection 
down and Democratic free trade up.

Upon general principles what good reason 
can be urged for delaying all the bless inge 
which are to flow from a tariff for revenue 
only a year and a half? The Democrats fort- 
unately have all the machinery in their hands 
to carry out the policy they have advocated 
and to bring about the millennium they have 
promised would follow its adoption. They 
will have the control of Congress after March 
4 next, but that Congress will not begin its 
work until the following December. If Con- 
gress is called in special session March 5 it 
can at once begin work upon the new free 
trade tariff bill, and, as Taz Trreune already 
has suggested, embody it in legislative enact 
ment by July 4 and on that day proclaim the 
emancipation of the country from Republican 
protection and the dawn of the Democratic free 
trade millennium. If, however, the Democrats 
wait until the session regularly begins in De- 
cember it will be a year and a half, if not 
longer, before anything is done, and that year 
and a half will be one of suspense involving 
continual disaster, for there is nothing which 
disturbs business so much as uncertainty.

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THE NEXT UNITED STATES SENATE. 

After March 4 the Democrats will have a 
two-thirds majority in the National House of 
Representatives. They wiil also have a major- 
ity in the United States Senate.

DRAINAGE AND PURE WATER, 

A meeting of committees from several asso- 
ciations of workingmen was held Sunday 

afternoon to consider the important subject 
of pure water supply for this city in connec- 
tion with the drainage canal. It was resolved 
to formulate a set of questions to be submitted 
to the next meeting of the Drainage Trustees, 
and to present the answers to a subsequent 
meeting of citizens to be held at the Grand 
Pacific the last Tuesday in this month. 

This action is in the line of practical useful- 

ness. Even if the plan of operations on the 
canal be the best possible, and if the work is 
being dong without needless delay or expense, 
the people have a right to know all about it, 
because they are the ones that will have to 
foot the bills. The Trustees may be interested 
as indwidual taxpayers, but not necessarily 
to an extent sufficient to make the work for 
the best interests of their constituents, and if 
there be nothing in their action to find fault 
with n will be well to have the fact known as 
widely as possible. If, on the other hand, 
there be anything bad in the plan or the mode 
of carrying it out, the present time is none too 
early for questions the answers to which may 
suggest the need of improvement or reform, 

So it is not in order to ask if any of the peo. 
ple who move for this investigation are labor- 
ing under wrong impressions ia regard to the 
danger to be apprehended from an overflow of 
the Desplaines under certain conditions, or if 
they are unduly disposed to find fault with 
matters they do not understand. They have a 
perfect right to inquire, and the response will 
be conned with interest by many thousands of 
those who will have to help pay for the work. 
Hence it may be hoped that this communica- 
tion will not be laid on the table (or under it) 
by the Trustees, and it is not probable those 
gentlemen will find in disrespectful language 
the excuse for ignoring it which they had for 
declining to answer the auestions recently pre- 
sented to them. 

These representatives of the working classes 
are to be commended for taking hold of the 
drainage business with intent and desire to 
find out something in regard to it. The mat- 
ter is one of great practical interest to all 
other classes in the community as well as to 
themselves. It is one of vital importance, 
seeing that it concerns not only the comfort 
but the health of the people, to many of whom 
the question of pure water is one of life or 
death. It was in response toa general de- 
mand, based on a recognition of this fact, that 
the resolve was made to construct a drainage 
channel and to incur the great expense which 
such a work would involve. It was for this 
reason, and not because of any desire for a 
ship canal, that the people decided on an im- 
provement which nearly everybody expected 
would be carried out along lines previously 
followed, being, in fact, a widening and deep- 
ening of the present channel. And there can 
be no doubt that very many of them thought 
the work would have been well under way by 
this time. They have discovered that the 
men put in charge of it think otherwise, but 
have not yet been put in possession of any 
facts that justify the selection of other routes 
and the great delay attending the choice. 
That information is now esked for if it cao be 
furnished. If it be not supplied they will 
then have room for intelligent action, having 
reference to the carrying out of what the peo- 
ple supposed they wanted when agreeing to 
the construction of a drainage channel. 


CHICAGO’S REPRESENTATION AT SPRING- 
FIELD. 

Before the result of the recent election in 
Illinois has been officially announced the 
Democratic managers have set to concocting 
schemes for the gerrymander of the State so 
as to insure their political control of it for the 
next decade. The old Melnerney-Crafts bill, 
introduced in the House at Springfield in 
May, 1891, and which proposed to give the 
Democrats 30 of 51 Senatorial districts, has 
been resurrected, and the members of the 
Democratic State cominittee have begun to 
modify it so that the Democrats will control 
33 of the districts, leaving only 18 to the 
Republicans. In aid of this scheme Cook 
County is to be denied a proper, legal, and 
proportionate representation, so that Bourbon 
Egypt may have a larger representation than 
that to which it is entitled. A member of the 
Democratic State Central committee is 
quoted in the Altgeld organ as saying: 

Cook County will have by the reapportion- 
ment fourteen districts, though that is wholly un- 
fair to this county. These fourteen civided be- 
tween the Democrats and Republicans would give 
the former nine and the latter five, etc. 

On the basis of population, as ascertained 
by the census of 1890, Cook County 1s entitled 
to 16 Senatorial districts. On the basis of 
the vote cast last Tuesday it is entitled to 16. 
Even the Melnerney-Crafts Democratic 
gerrymander of last year gave Cook County 
15 districts. Now the managers want to cut 
it down to 14. And this is to be the reward 
for Cook County’s Democratic majority of 
30,000 ! ‘ 

The population of IIlinois in 1890 was 3,826,- 
351. The population of Cook County the 
same year was 1,191,922. The vote of Cook 
County last Tuesday was 270,000. The total 
vote of the State was 840,000. A little figur- 
ing will convince any intelligent Democrat 
that either on the basis of population or of 
voting strength Cook County is certainly en- 
titled to 16 Senatorial districts. 

If the Democratic Representatives from 
this section do not insist on an apportionment 
on that basis they will be recreant to their 
trust. They will of course have to encounter 
the old Kgyptian jealousy of everything Chi- 
cagoan, which crops up at every session, as it 
did last session when the World’s Fair appro- 
priation of the State was cut down at the in- 
stance of the Springfield Democratic combine 
and the Egyptian guard of Col. Morrison.

Tunnx is now pending before the Council a 
proposition for adding 200 men to the police 
force immediately. It should not be seriously 
entertained, though it is said to have the ap- 
proval of the Mayor. There is no necessity 
for increasing the police force at the present 
time. If there were any necessity for the in- 
crease the condition of the city finances would 
not permit, not to say warrant, it. The police 
force was sufficiently large to manage the im- 
mense multitude that thronged our streets 
during the week of the Columbian celebrations 
and during the excitement of the election 
In ordinary times it is surely suf- 
ficient. Nor should there be any increase next 
year. Rather there should be a rearrangement 
of the force so as to obtain more service from 
it. As at present organized it is top-heavy. 
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has been intimated that the demand for ad- 
ditional men has been anticipated, that the 
force has been already increased without war- 
rant, and the appropriation for the depart- 
ment has been nearly expended. This can 
hardly be the case. Supt. McClaughry, after 
his experience of last year, could not have 
permitted that. Nor would the Controller 
have allowed an unduly swollen police pay-roll 
to pass without public remonstrance, There 
was enough loose financiering last year. Then 
the extravagant Cregier administration of 
the first four months of the year was held re- 
sponsible, There can be no shirking of re- 
sponsibility now.

Apples and some other 
fruits have suffered from the same causes, and 
South Water street is the scene of a natural cor- 
ner without hope of relief to the consumer, If 
the cereal crops had been reduced in ratio 
anything like that in vegetables the privation 
of the poorer classes would have been fearful, 
perhaps approaching the conditions of actual 
famine in some sections, and the commerce 
of the country would have been prostrated. 
No breadstuffs for export, but a necessity for 
importing food on a rather large scale, would 
have formed conditions to which psople in the 
United States are utter strangers, The result 
could scarcely be other than severe commer- 
cial depression to increase the suffering from 
a high-priced supply of food. 

The kitchen garden yield in the country 
round Chicago was miserably poor this year, 
and with few exceptions it was nearly as bad 
elsewhere. The supply of cabbages is so 
short that arrangements are being made to im- 
port cabbage from Holland, and probably the 
deficit in some other articles will be met the 
same way by imports from Europe, as Can- 
ada will be unable to fill the void. The 
yield of vegetables in the Dominion was scant 
for similar reasons, and if not it would bein 
sufficient to make amends for the big falling 
off in the States. Potatoes are reported to be 
plentiful in some parts of Canada, and doubt- 
less they will be imported at a liberal rate, the 
dvty of 25 cents per bushel] being added to the 
price that must be paid by the consumer. Ap- 
ples too are much more pleatiful across the 
border than with us, and probably will be im- 
ported in considerable quantities, subject to 
the same duty as potatoes. It goes without 
saying that not only will the home and foreign 
producer realize much higher prices than 
usual fur what he has to sell, but the commis- 
sion men will have it in their power to charge 
higher rates for their services, which some of 
them may do, 

The scarcity of vegetables will tend to in- 
crease the consumption of bread. Probably 
wheat flour will be consumed in more than 
the average quantity per capita, usually set 
down as one barrel per annum, and there will 
be more demand forcorn to useas human 
food, Whether or not the augmented resort 
to these will make any material difference to 
the market prices may be left forstatisticians, 
producers, and speculators to determine. But 
the point is not without interest to many mill- 
ions on both sides of the Atlantic, all the 
more so as our production of those cereals 
this year is fully 20 per cent less than in 1891. 


JupGce Horton has dissolved the temporary 
injunction obtained against County Treasurer 
Kern and the County Board preventing the 
payment of Sheriff Gilbert’s jail dieting bill 
at the rate of 25 cents per head per diem for 
the prisoners. The decision of Judge Horton 
will govern until the Supreme Court delivers 
one onthe agreed case carried up last Jan- 
uary and which involves the full interpreta- 
tion of the law as regards the dieting of pris- 
oners and the relations of the County Board 
and the Sheriff as to the same. An absurd 
fuss has been made about this matter. The 
bills of the Sheriff are admittedly moderate. 
The whole appropriation for jail dieting is 
only $25,000. The Sheriff cannot possibly 
make much of a profit on his charges. Yet 
the organs, which complacently look on while 
the City Treasurer, who was pledged to pay 
over the interest on the city funds for the use 
of the people, pockets that interest for his 
own use, are wroth at what they call the Sher- 
iff’s excessive charges. The fact is that the 
prices charged are moderate, reasonable, 
and less than it would cost the county to feed 
the prisoners, if they were exclusively under 
the charge of the County Board: Until the 
Supreme Court passes on the law as a whole 
the per diem system is the best that can be 
adopted. Judge Horton’s decision ia the in- 
junction case upholds it, and sets at rest the 
implied charges of fraud and extravagance 
indulged in by the organs, 


Mayor Wasusurne has again taken the 
Democratic newspapers into his confidence 
concerning Mr. Lorimer. He has informed 
the journals in question through his private 
secretary that Mr. Lorimer will not be re- 
stored to the position of Superintendent of 
the Water Office.

Prirrssvure, Pa., Nov. 14.—[Special. |—The 
em ployés of J. Painter & Sons’ mill, one of the 
largest iron plants in Western Pennsylvania, 
have been notitied that, commencing with to- 
day, the mill will run on single turn instead of 
three turns as has been the custom for many 
years. T. L. Harper, superintendent of the 
mills, said when asked the cause of this: 

The result of last Tuesday’s election, and 
for the want of orders. We have a fairly 
good stock of iron on hand, and we don’t 
want to manufacture any more material than 
we can dispose of.

E M. HOLLINGSWORTH’S EXPERIENCE 
WITH MILTON GODBEY. 


After Stupefying Him with Illuminating 
Gas His False Friend Opens His Trunk 
and Helps Himself to $97 and Valuables 
. T. Yerkes Buys the Chicago Hansom 
Cab Company’s Property After Some 
Lively Bidding—A Permanent Circus 
Planned for Chicago—Local News. 

To be néarly asphyxiated and then robbed 
of his last cent by his roommate, Milton God- 
bey, was the fate that overtook E. M. Hol- 
lingsworth the night of Oct. 7. Godbey 
pleaded guilty to the charge at the police 

court in the East Chicago Avenue Police 

Station yesterday and was held to tne Crim- 

inal court in bonds of $1,000, 

Hollingsworth and Godbey entered the II- 
linois College of Pharmacy last September. 

They were classmates and soon became chums. 

They hired a room together at No. 280 In- 

diana street. Godbey came from Salem, Mo., 

where his father is a doctor and druggist in 
good circumstances. It is said that Dr. God- 
bey sent his son away from home to school 
because the young man had been a little wild; 

and that the youth promised to reform if his 
father would pay his way at the School of 


Pharmacy. 
Hollmgsworth was unacquainted with these 
facts, and trusted his new friend implicitly. 
Soon after his arrival in Chicago Godbey, un- 
bekaown to Hollingswort n to live a 
trifle fast, spending considerable money in 
the saloons and billiard halls. In time the 
young man from Salem got short of money 
and devised a scheme to fleece his confiding 
room mate. 
Holhngsworth had $97 saved up and hidden 
away in his trunk. No one but Godbey knew 
of this. Hollingsworth kept the key hidden 
over the door, and confided the fact to his 
roommate. The night of Oct. 7 Godbey 
arose after his friend was asleep and turned 
on the gas without lightmg it. He waited 
out in the hall till the gas had added to the 
soundness of his friend’s slumbers, and then 
opened Hollingsworth's trunk. Taking out 
the $97 and a few of his friend’s valuables, he 
left the trunk in disorder. He sewed 
the $97 up in the lining of his coat. 
‘He took his own diamond pin, cuff buttons, 
and revolver and hid them along with Hol- 
lingsworth’s trinkets up, m ‘the garret, to 
which he had access through a hole in the 
ceiling of the closet. Removing what money 
he had in his own trousers pocket Godbey 
threw his own apparel down-stairs to make it

REVISION OF CREED. 


-LOOAL PRESBYTERY DISOUSSES THE 
“ OONFESSION OF FAITH.” 
— 

Its Opinion Passed on the “Overtures or 
Revision of Faith Handed Down from 
the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church”—Dr R. W. Patterson’s 
Report on Revision. the. Theme of 
Argument—The Chicago Presbytery to 
Take Up the Subject Two Weeks Hence 


The Chicago Presbytery is much exercised. 
over the proposed revision of the Confession 
of Faith.” Thus move to revise the creea has 
been in progress for many months, the initial 
step being taken about three years ago, and 
the meeting which tlie local presbytery held 
yesterday was for the purpose, mainly, of 
passing its opinion on the Overtures or re- 
vision of faith handed down from the General 
Asse mbly of the Presbyterian Church.” The 
meeting was presided over by the Rev. H. H. 
Van Wranken of Central Park Church and 
was held in the First Presbyterian Church at 
Twenty-first street and Indiana avenue. 

After the usual transaction of business re- 
lating to acceptance of members by letter and 
the deferring of minor reports, the presbytery 
called for the report on revision by Dr. R. W. 
Patterson of Evanston. The doctor’s report 
was one prepared by a committee of which he 
was Chairman, appointed to make known 
the result of the examination of the proposed 
amendments to the creed of the cburch. 

The report opposed the revision from 
the start and it was plain that the supporters 
of the assembly’s declaration were to be se- 
verely criticised, 

A premonition of what was to come was 
given when the doctor announced: In ex- 
amining this report of the assembly we find 
that a great many of the proposed revisions 
are faulty. There are a number of amend- 
ments which, if interpreted as they read, of- 
fer affirmations which the scriptures fail to 
sustam.“ Then the speaker cited overtures 
section by section to show where this commit- 
tee differed. 

“The ‘overture’ stating that a sinner who 
sincerely repents of his sin will be absolved 
from punishment 1s altogether too mild, and 
isasample of the general laxity that charac- 
terizes this whole work of revision, de- 
clared Dr. Patterson, amid a peal of laughter 
from his hearers. But the venerable minister 
went on unmindful of the spice he was deal- 
ing out and carefully tore the overtures to 
pieces until be was satisfied. 

Still there are few real improvements sug- 
er he went on. As, for instance, the 

eclaration that achild may be of the elect 
and that some of the heathen will be saved. 
That is very good. 

The doctor then proceeded to sum up the re- 
sult of the labors of the Committee on Exam- 
ination in this wise: 

»The committee finds that in many inst an- 
ces it is hurd to determine what the authors 
of the overtures mean or what they are trying 
to get at. In conclusion the committee would 
ask the Presbytery of Chicago to indorse the 
revision of faith as pro posed by the report of 
the General Assembly.”’ 

As. Dr. Patterson took his seat a motion 
followed to make the report by its adoption 
the sentiment of the Chicago Presbytery. 
This brought Dr. Herrick Johnson out in vio- 
lent opposition. We ought not to decide on 
this matter until we have discussed this re- 
port thoroughly, he declared: “I offer the 
amendment to motion that this report be 
printed and accepted for further discussion at 
a future meeting. We ought not to oppose the 
wishes of the higher court of the church un- 
less we have thoroughly discussed this matter 
in open meeting. 

Dr. McPherson spiritedly argued that the 
acceptance of Dr. Pattersun’s report would 
not interfere in the least with the discussion 
about censuring the assembly’s revised tenets. 
But Dr. McClure thought that the report of 
the committee of which Dr. Patterson was 
the Chairman should express the sentiments 
of the mecting yesterday. We certainly 
have discussed it enough now and I do not see 
any further use in doing so, he averred. It 
was my understanding that the report of this 
committee was to voice the sentiments of our 
presbytery.” 

A half dozen divines were on their feet at 
once, and the arguments soon got all the 
speakers tangled up in the mazes of parlia- 
mentary law. Moderator Van Wrankle final- 
ly supported Dr, Johnson in the propriety of 
his amendment. Then another amendment 
was added to the original motion—namely: 
that the Committee on Inspection should re- 
port some positive recommendations for 
amending the old creed, and that th with 
the printed report, were to be — at a 
meeting to be held two weeks from yesterday. 

The Committee on Inspection has torn the 
‘overtures ’ to pieces, said Dr. Hall, and 
now let us have them tell us what is better.“ 

As a result of the controversy the Chicago

_ THE ROADS NOT SATISFIED WITH 


EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS, 


Last Week's Tonnage Falls 2,000 Below 
That for the Corresponding Period One 
Year Ago—A Meeting Named for Nov, 
17 in New York to Maintain Agreed 
Charges—Western Managers Fail to 
Reach an Agreement Regarding the 
Division of Tonnage and Adjourn. 


There was a slight improvement in east- 
‘bound freight shipments from Chicago last 
week, but the railroad officials are not satis- 
fied. They expected a material increase ow- 
ing to the nearness of the close of navigation 
and also because so much freight had accumu- 
lated at the warehouses hefe during the dedi- 
cation week as to warrant an increased move- 

ment for a week or two thereafter. That bus- 
iness is not satisfactory is shown by the fact 
that for the corresponding week last year the 
through shipments by the same foads were 
over 2,000 tons larger. 

Owing to the dullnessof business more or less 
rate manipulation is going on, and this condi- 
tion of affairs appears to be growing worse from 
week to week. In consequence a meeting of 
General Managers and members of joint com- 
mittees of trunk line and Central Traffic As- 
sociation roads has been called to be held in 
New York Nov. 17, for the purpose of taking 
measures to stop the cutting and bring about 
the restoration and maintenance of agreed 
rates. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 

visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by. the varions Central 
Traffic Association roads for the week ending 
last Saturday amounted to 31,464 tons, against 
80.241 tons for the week previous and 33,541 
tens for the corresponding week last year. 
Flour shipments last week were 2,757 tons, 
against 2,093 tons last year; grain, 21,345, 
against 23,466 tons; provisions, 7, 362 tons, 
against 7, 982 tons. The percentages carried 
by the various roads were as follows:

SOME UNMISTAKABLE SIGNS OF 
BASIER MONEY. 


Stocks Are Exceedingly Dull, but Keep 
Firm—In the Leading Speculative Mar- 
kets Wheat Eases Off on a Large In- 
crease in the Visible Supply and the 
Absence of Outside Business—Provisions 
Also a Trifie Lower—Prices in the South 

Water Street Markets. 

The condition of the bond market is perhaps 
the most interesting feature of the local financial 
situation. The demand for bondsis excellent. 
The situation is not remarkable so much for the 
extent of the demand. however, as it is for the 
scarcity of the supply. A moderately good de- 
mand combined with an exceedingly scant supply 
has given the situation a degree of firmness that 
makes a feature of importance coming at this 
time of the year. The large dealers in bonds, like 
A. O. Slaughter & Co. and the First National 
Bank, report the demand brisk for this soason. 
It! as been steadily improving for several days. 
Some of the bond dealers have been trying to pick 
up securities onthe exchange, but meet with 
only indifferent success. Holders apparently are 
not inclined to let goof their securities as cheaply 
as they were willing to a short time ago, and 
brokers who have orders to pick up bonds of 
various issues are finding them surprisingly diffl- 
cult to get. 

The money market unquestionably grows easier. 

A feature of the situation is the increasing vol- 

ume of city deposits, A good many of the banks 

still insist that the situation is about as firm as it 
has been, and nearly all of them quote 6 per cent 
as the lowest figures at which loans will be made. 

Notwithstanding that, there can be no doubt that 

bank loans are being made below that rate. In- 

deed, there is information quite as trustworthy 
even as that which comes from the bank counters. 
to the effect that money can be had from some 
banks as low as 5 per cent on exceptional security. 

Other evidence of the 1 of the mone 

market towards greater ease is found in the will- 
s of bankers to make time loans instead of 

lloans, There is money that cannot be strict- 
ly designated as bank money which is seeking 
borrowers at exceedingly low rates. One gentle 
man who is a director in several banks has been 
looking fora place to put $400,000 on call at 4% 
per cent, and a portion of that amount has actu- 
ally been loaned at that figure within a few days. 
There is the best of evidence that regular bank 
loans have been made here within a few days as 
low as 5 per cent, although every bank makes a 
vigorous assertion there is nothing lower 
than 6 per cent money to be had. Banks doing a 
large country business find the countr 
banks have been 3 down their deposits an 
some of them asking for loans. They say that the 
farmers will no longer sell graiu at the present 
depressed prices and they want money to carry 
their produce. This drawing down of country de- 
posits, bowever, hardly offsets the increase in 
city deposits, 
xcessive dullness ruled all day at thé Stock 
Exchange. There was a fair business in bonds, 
but the trading in stocks amounted to almost 
nothing at ali. The total stock sales on the first 
call were but 358 shares, and the total for the day 
only S shares, So far as the few quotations that 
were made are concerned prices appear to be fair- 
ly firm,. but the firmness seemed to be the result 
more of an ‘absence of selling orders than of the 
presence of buying orders. Practically nothing 
was pressing on the market. 
West Chicago street railroad stock opened at 
210% for the account, which was where it closed 
Saturday. The net result of the day’s trading 
made almost no change at all. The stock sold up 
to 211 and down to 210%, where it closed. There 
seems to be a complete absence of public interest. 
It hardly is likely that the stock will be allowed 
to remain where it is long. It is possible that the 
Philadelpbians may work on the theory that the 
public can be interested if prices are started up 
again and they may make an attempt to advance 
the market. If they do it is certain they will get 
some big blocks of long stock added to their pres- 
ent load. It can set down as ab 
solutely certain that the public is 
not coming in extensively while the 
market hangs in the present condition. If it is 
not considered feasiole to put it up it the gets of 
interesting buyers, the natural thing will 

let it down to the level that in will normally seek 

in the hope of arousing public interest again. In 

any event the prospect for active trading just at 
present is not particularly bright. There will 

avé to be some trading before the end of the 
month, however. There is still conside: able stock 
in the account, most of it being what was trans- 
ferred from the October account. Small specu- 
lators are apt to grow tired of the inactivity and 
their account stock will be the first to come on 
the market. 

In the other stocks there was scarcely business 
enough doing to make the quotations of particu- 
lar value. In most cases there was but a single 
transaction. Further sales of Alley Elevated 
stock at 90 seem to indicate that that stock has 
struck its level for the present at that point. 
Lake Street elevated stock was heavy, selling 
yesterday at 21. 

Considering the dullness of the rest of the mar- 
ket the bond trade was excellent. The chief trad- 
ing was in gas bonds, but there were scattering 
transactions in a number of other securities and 
the prices for all of them were firm.
